DEATH TO FLY INTERESTS
GREAT MINDS,

SINGE the fly swatting cam-
paign of last year, which
was & mere gkirmigh in a
battle of nations, leading men
of this country and Europe, a
number of scientific ones among
them, have become identified
with an organization having
the extermination of fliess as
its serious purposs. They are
earnsst in attaching quits as
much importance to the work as
is commonly aceredited to great
objects of praventive measures,
such as tubsroulosis and ysllow
fever. They regard the fiy as
about the worst enemy of man-
kind by reason of the very fact
that it Is tolerated while carry-
ing to humans nearly every
known form of disease, being
the greatest of germ bearers.

Here are a few of the well
known men and women associ.
ated in the crusade to extin.
guish the fly:
